dent Johnson on the Louisiana imbroglio. 
In MMMMM to interrogatories propounded j 
he .-aid: "The action of General l'hil. 
S'neri.lan in ejecting the Louisiana Legis- 
lature is a pic-e of high handed usurpa- 
tion and as Mich it ought and will receive 
the condemnation of the whole counfry. 
It is subserving civil to military p>wer. 
It is an unwarrantable and MagMMNMi 
departure Irom the organic law upon 
which our republican government is foun- 
ded. This is a matter to be looked upon 
from our sectional standpoint, but entire- 
ly in a national light. There is but one 
grave fact staring us in the face, and that 
is embraced in three word", "unwarrant- 
able usurpation ol power." The false 
step taken by Prtsident Grant and Sheri- 
MMj has no prece lent in the history of our 
Government. ' Sheridan attempted to 
create the same sort of devilment in Lou- 
UmM when I was President, but I at 
once cut short his untoward, unwise and 
reckless proceeding by percmptorally re- 
moving him, by order of August - IW7, 
from Mi Orleans to Fort Leavenworth, 
and turned his command over to General 
Hancock, who, on assuming command, 
issued a proclamation or paper which was 
satisfactory to the whole country, proper- 
ly setting forth that the military was 
subservient to the civil law. all of which 
w as a direct opposition to Sheridan's poli- 
cy. General Hancock's policy won the 
respect of the jieople, and with the de- 
parture of Sheridan all agitation ceased 
and peace reigned. It was about the re- 
moval of Sheridan that General <<rant 
and mvself had a warm controversy, in 
which' it wn brlieved by the whole 
country that I got the better of him. 
My Cabinet were astounded to remove 
Sheridan in the face of his then existing 
military reputation. Some of them 
thought it would never do to take such a 
stand. The Cabinet was divided on the 
pro|K>sition; but I told them that if it 
turned the Government upside down 
Sheridan nor any other General should 
usurp the civil authority anil trample it 
ignomiously under loot There is a par- 
allel case to that which has just occurred 
in Louisiana. It happened in Tcunessee 
in July, ltWS. 

"Many of the meml ers of the Legisla- 
ture here had absented themselves. Gen 
Holmes was induced to make applica- 
tion to .General Grant for authority to 
aid in organizing the Legislature, which 
was rctu-ed. I had no authority or pow- 
er whatever to interfere, the State having 
exclusive jurisdiction over the matter, 
that K interfere would be a usurpation of 
power, placiifg the military above the 
civil authorities, and in utter contempt 
of the constitution and the laws. The 
consequence was the aliair was not Jong 
'alter setted by the stale authorities, and 
there was no more trouble. Teople in 
the South should act discreetly. Regard- 
ing the Louisiana usurpation Mr. John- 
son sai l that Grant and Sheridan should 
b« temperate in all thev say and do, and 
the people should look" to the North and 
We-t to come forward and aid in the res- 
toration of the government and eonstitu- 
li ial authority. The whole country is 
justly in dignant, and Louisiana will have 
her wrongs rghtcd.''

A Lexington correspondent of theCour 
ier-Joureal furnishes the following resume 
of the facts attending the murder of Shaw 
at Lexington by young Uolloway. It will 
be seen that it is but a repetition of the 
old story, that dissipalion — the throwing 
away of good name, reputation, life itself 
— was at the bottom of it all. Uolloway, 
belonging to a wealthy family, and being 
tried at Lexington, was, of course, admit- 
ted to bail. 

The event of the last week has been the 
shooting of Joseph Shaw, at the St. Nich- 
olas Hotel, by a young Uolloway, anil 
his subsequent trial ami recognition on a 
bail-bond of $5,1)00, with Col. R. G. Bur 
ton, of Richmond, and Mr. Bedimer, his 
brother-ir.-lnw, and a Mr. Lyne of Hen- 
Unoa, as his sureties, to answer at the 
next term of the Fayette Circuit Court. 
The tragical death of Shaw, who, not- 
withstanding his faults, was a general 
favorite, because of his amiable charac- 
ter, his good-natured wit and bonhomie, 
excited a leeling of mingled surprise ami 
legret. It was difficult to identify such a 
character w ith the unfortunate actor in 
such a scene. On the other band, Robert 
Uolloway, a young man not yet arrived 
at the years of maturity, was not rashly 
to be condemned. The examining trial 
has taken place, and the facts fully elic- 
ited. It is the old story in a new "guise. 
Women and wine did the misehiel. 
Both young men, it would seem, MMMM 
victims to the fascinations and allurements 
of a scarlet woman calling herself r'ran- 
kie Stetson, about w hom they had a dif 
lictilty months ago, and who appeared in 
court and swore that Shaw had repeated- 
ly threatened the life of i lolioway, the 
last time on the very day of the shooting, 
ami that she had communicated the men- 
ace to him orally MM by note. Her testi- 
mony regarding the threats was corrobor- 
ated, by another of the same frail sister- 
hood. It was also proved that Gus.- 
Shaw drank freely during the Jay, and 
that when he eutered the saloon and saw 
young Uolloway there he w ent out, and, 
arming himself with a pistol, returned, 
after which the shooting occurred. But

Wc rely on 
the moral support of our sister States to 
restore to us, as American freemen, our 
right of self government." [Immense ap- 
plause.] 

The reading of the dispatch, which 
w:i-- . | by John MttEnery, Governor, 
and other officials was followed by im- 
mense applause. 

RF.MAIiKS OF MR. BRVANT. 

Wm. CbUm Bryant then addressed the 
meeting. He said:

two cases, lirst to protect the State from 
invasion, and secondly on the application 
of the Legislature, or the Executive 
when the Legislature can not be convened, 
to protect the State against domestic vi- 
olence. The wrong done has no possible 
extenuation. I regard this question 
solely. ns a solemn question of Constitu- 
tional law. No matter who desired the 
interference of the military, it should not 
have been given but in the way of the 
Constitution. Otherwise it is an act 
from which no citizen Las a right to 
w ithhold his condemnation. It must be 
rebuked the instant it is perjietrated. 
The evil must be crushed in it.< infancy, 
while its bones are yet in the gri.-tle, and 
before it becomes formidable, as a prec- 
edent 

These practices, which contemplate the 
subjection of local |>olitics to the Federal 
authorities by the exercise of the military 
power, must be denounced, must be 
stopped, must be broken up forever.

REMARKS OF MR. EVARTS. 

Hon Wm. M. Evarts, the next ■ peaker, 
was received with cheers. IU said 
the sole intervention of the Federal au 
tliority within the province of State au- 
thority is to MMMMi violence; and that 
.llice even it shall not assume except 
when invited by the Legi-lature of the 
Slate. And in no casual condition that 
the Legislature is not in session can the 
governor represent the legislature in the 
demand, but only on the condition that 
they cannot be convened. Now, then, 
by the constitution of Louisiana, the Leg- 
islature was ii. session, and the Governor 
had.no power, had no right, to represent 
lhat state in a demand for intervention by 
the Federal authorities. It is only in in- 
surrection, or that degree of violence 
which appron»h»>s insurreclhm in. effeci- 
that the constitution of the UniteJ States 
has provided for this intervention, and it 
i* only in support of such intervention 
that the legislation of the Congress ol 
1 7'J.I and 1807 armed the President with 
the authority, lie thought the constitu- 
tion set forth that, when a riot was im- 
minent, a proclamation should be issued. 
If, when the late election was held, armed 
bain 1 .? intimidated voters, then was the 
time for the President of the United 
States to interfere. This attempt to con- 
tr.)l the Legislature struc': at the very 
soul of republicon form of government. 
The people should know and teach their 
rulers that all their officers were only in 
their |>osiliofis to act in accordance with 
law.

S. Thayer, Hon Wm. E. Dodge. George 
Tick nor Curt is and Ex-Governor Solomon, 
alter w hich the meeting adjourned.

A correspondent ol the Farmers' Home 
Journal writes thus of a new disease 
among horses near Harrodsburg, Ky. 

The tiret cases that occurred in Mercer 
county were at Mr. T. C. Coleman's, and 
K. E. Coleman's of Fairview Stock-farm; 
and both these gentlemen lost several val- 
uable animals during the summer and 
fall, before any successful remedy was 
found. The disease appears to be a kind 
of distemper, which tirsteftcctsthe horse's 
throat and nose, and if not arrested in 
time, progresses into the lungs, when it is 
then considered as past all cure. This 
distemper is much more virulent and fa- 
tal than the old, well-known distemper 
that « Oec'.= all young lioi.es, and is also 
considered much more troublesome than 
epizootic, although not so contagious 
Mr. A. S. McCaun has, within the last 
lew weeks, lost several fine horses from 
it, and now has others under treatment 
The ouly remedy yet tried by these 
gentlemen which appears to he followed 
bv anv beneficial results is a very strong 
croton oil blister applied to the throat, 
which, in most cases, has been attended 
with speedy relief and ultimate cure. 
The first symptoms of the disease, as Mr. 
Mct'anti states, is the horse's manifest 
desire for water and inability to swallow. 
Said he: *'I observed a horse of mine 
standing in a branch for some time, fre- 
ijueutlv putting his mouth to the water, 
but never swallowing any. This going lo 
the branch aud trying to" drink was re- 
peated lor several days belo;e I noticed 
a swelling in the throat, when I imme 
diately began Ihe blister treatment, and 
in twenty-tour hours the bor'c was able to 
drink, and is now nearly well.'' 

Tue disease differs from ordinary dis- 
temper in several respects, and is no dis- 
criminator in ages, as it attacks young 
horses or colts as well as the old work- 
horses or brood-mares. It has not made 
much progress in this county as yel, but 
spjK-ars to be slowly progressing through 
the uorthern portion. 

Trentmeul of Winter Apples. 

When the apples are put away M the 
cellar, many think the work is done, ex- 
cept bringing them out again to eal; but 
il is a mistake. They should be careful- 
ly ovet hauled every two weeks, the 
specked ones picked out and used, while 
the sound ones will keep the longer. I 
never take offense at having a dish of 
apples set before me that have been 
washed off nicely and the decayed specks 
cut out. It rather impresses me favor- 
ably with the good .judgment of the host 
and hostess that oiler ilietn. These are 
usually quite ri|»e and good. All varieties 
that have a tendency to shrivel, when in 
barrels or boxes, should be laid on Ihe 
ground in the cellar on some clean slraw' 
or a little dry lime strewn u|On the 
ground wi'I prevent their getting anv thing 
of an earlhy smell. Many varieties, il 
not all, are ripened up quickly by bring- 
ing into a warm room a few days before 
needed. With all the destruction of Ihe 
borer, I do hope the time is not far dis- 
tant when a dish of nice apples will ever be 
a part of the entertainment of the long 
evenings ot winter, a thing we have a taint 
recollection of in vears gone by, but so 
long ago that we almost forget how it 
weut— [R-iral Wvrld.
